WILD NIGHT FOR PHOENIX. 


Open-Shop Organization is Made Amid 
Turmoil from Union Labor Leaders. 


[ EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH.) 


PHOENIX, March 9.—There was 
a howling time tonight at the High 
School auditorium, where a meeting 
was held to organize the city against 
the union demand for a closed shop 
in the building trades. 

The great hall was crowded as 
never before, and half the crowd 
was rom the union membership. 
there “to gum the works.” Trouble 
started promptly when Chairman 
Clark received a motion to organize 


for the open shop 

There was — a joyous op- 
portunity for unſon orators to ad- 
dress an audience ost unusual to 


them, their pa wildly ap- 
plaudin 

R. Stew claimed that the un- 
fons had ed every town they 
could reach, vising men to remain 
away from oenix, and charged 


that the men now attempting to 
fasten the closed shop on the city 
were the same who had tried to 
st ile industry while our boys were 
absent fighting for American liberty. 

J. Adamas declared that 
Phoenix could not build up under 
conditions imposed by the closed 


shop, with its arbitrary demands, in- 


cluding fines on recalcitrant em- 
ployers. There were alternate 
cheers and hisses, and the meeting 
ran itself for an hour or more in 
wild disorder. 

A climax was reached, however, 
when George Smith rose. He is the 
deposed secretary of the State Fed- 
eration of Labor, a man who had 
tried to form a soldier soviet in the 


same hall, and who received caustic 
introduction by the chair as the in- 
dividual who had tried to prevent 
the hoisting of the American flag at 
Globe. Smith appeared to enjoy 
the hissing he received. He had 
little support from even the union 
element, and finally subsided, un- 
able to make himself heard in the 
general din. 

There was a wild how! when the 
chairman announced that he did not 
propose to put the organization ques- 
tion to a vote of any save those in 
favor of the open shop. The union- 
iste were invited to hire a hall of 
their own, where they might be un- 
disturbed in the passage of any reso- 
lutions they might see fit to formu- 
late. This suggestion seemed to be 
considered timely, for the president 
of the Carpenters’ Union then ad- 
vised that the hall be left to the 
friends of the open shop. About 
500 men departed and the sched- 
uled programme ‘proceeded in the 
appointment of a committee on or- 
ganization.

TIFLIS, Feb. 24 (via Constan- 
tinople) March 8.—Several hundred 
persons are dead and thousands of 
others are homeless as a result of an 
earthquake today which destroyed 
Makhet, Grakali and other villages 
within a radius of sixty miles west 
of Tiflis.

MUST END EXTRAVAGANCE. 


Supreme Council Urges a Speedy Return 
to Normal Economic Conditions. 


[BY CABLE AND ASSOCIATED PRESS.)/ 


LONDON, 


March 9.—The Supreme Council has issued a mémoran- 


dum on world ‘economic conditions. Its conclusions are: 


Firstly: 


It is of paramount importance that peace conditions should 


be completely restored, at the earliest possible moment throughout the 


world. 


To achieve this it is desirable that peace and normal economic re- 
lations should be re-established at the earliest moment possible through- 
wut Eastern Europe; that armies everywhere should be limited to the 
lowest possible figure compatible with national security dnd that the 
League of Nations should be invited to consider as soon as possible pro- 
posals to this end; that states which have been created or enlarged as 
a result of the war should immediately re-establish full and friendly co- 
operation and arrangement for unrestricted interchange of commodities, 
in order that the essential unity of European economic life may not be 
impaired by the erection of artificial economic barriers. 


Secondly: 
ment of each country, but all those 
engaged in the task of production 
in every land should give immedi- 
ate attention to the execution of 
all measures which will contribute 
to the full resumption of peaceful 
industry, to the encouragement of 
a better output on the part of tho 
workers in every country, to the 
improvement of machinery and 
means of transportation and the 
remé@val of such disturbing factors 
as profiteering. 

SUPPRESS EXTRAVAGANCE. 

Thirdly: Each government should 
immediately consider means for 
urging upon its nationals in every 
rank of life the vital necessity of 
suppressing extravagance and re- 
ducing expenditure. so as to bridge 
the gap which must for some years 
exist between the demand for and 
the supply of essential commodi- 


les. 

Fourthly: It is essential that 
early steps be taken to secure the 
deflation of credit and currency—- 
by reduction of recurrent govern- 
ment expenditure within the limits 
of the revenue; imposition of such 


Not only the r ditional taxation 


as is necessary 
te secure this result; by funding 
short-term obligations by means of 
loans subscribed out of the people's 
savings: by immediate 
and gradual curtailment of 
circulation. 

RAW MATERIALS. 


Fifthly: Provisions for raw ma- 
terials being essential to the resto- 
ration of industry, means should 
be found whereby the countries 
which are, in the present conditions 
of international exchange, unable 
to purchase in the world’s markets, 
and, so, are unable to restart their 
economic life, can obtain commer- 
cial credits. It will be possible to 
achieve this when the  cotntriee 
have made the reforms indicated 
in the foregoing paragraphs. 


Sixthly: The powers represented 
at the conference recognize the ne- 
cessity for continued co-operation 
between the Allies and for remov- 
ing obstacles to the easy inter- 
change of essential commodities. 
They will continue to consult to- 
gether regarding the provision and 
deliberation necessary raw matec- 
rials and stuffs with a view to

CLEVELAND, March 9.—<Atomic 
energy some day will be harnessed 
and it will revolutionize the motive 
power of the world, Sir Oliver 
Lodge, psychist and scientist, de- 
clared in an interview. 

He made the statement in answer 
to the question “Is science on the 
eve of any new discovery?” 

It is as an investigator that he is 
lecturing in America, as an investi- 
gator of the continuity of existence. 
He does not call himself a spiritual- 
he does not employ the word 
“spiritualist”’ to describe his 
theughts on the life beyond the 
grave 


It has been claimed that no man 
living has greater power of con- 
centration than Sir Oliver Lodge. 
He can focus all his energies on a 
single point with unsurpassed atten- 
tion. He has an amazing gift, for 
being able to abstract himself in any 
surroundings, 


SCIENTISTS EXPERIMENTING. 
“Many English scientists, and I 


suppose the scientists of other coun- 
tries, are studying and experiment- 
ing with atomic energy,” Sir Oliver 
Lodge said tonight. “The things 
that are given off by atoms are very 
docile and tractable and some fine 
work in the direction of harnessing 
atomic energy and making it useful 
to mankind is being done. | 

It has been used a little bit in 
wireless telephony,” he «aid. “But 
it may be a century before science 
develops the use of atomic. energy 
to its fullest extent.“ he aedded 
“Then again, we may be at the 
threshold of a discovery that may 
advance the science rapidly.” 

Cummunieation with Mrs or any 
other planet, Sir Oliver does not 
regard as practicable, but the as- 
sertion that the English acientist 
has scoffed at the ouija board is er- 
roneous. 

“Ouija boards seem to be used a 
good deal as toys,” Sir Oliver said. 
“In the hands of the right persons 
the ouija board ig not a toy. Per- 
sonally I cannot recall that I ever 
got any results from a oulja board 
but I have seen people who have. 

ALL MIND. 

“It isn’t i ment that mat- 
ters; it is the mind. If a person has 
a musical mind it doesn’t matter 
whether he plays a piano, a jews- 
Unless he is 
@ musician he cannot play either.” 

Sir Oliver again used the simile 
of the musician when asked why 
the average person cannot com- 
municate with the spirits of de- 
parted friends. 

“You must find some one with 
the faculty before you can converse 
with those who have passed away 
from thie fte. How can a person 
without the musical get mv 
sia from any instrument? He has 
to learn and, with some people, that 
may not be possible.” : 

Modern uses of coal, Sir Oliver 
described as wasteful and uncivil- 
ized. It all the valuable biprod- 
ucts coal contains were firat ex 
tracted, coal today would be prac 
tically smokeless.” 

But atomic energy, he predicted. 
some day will replace coal, gas and 
oll as motive power.

often in Mexico that a man whom 
one executive deported as pernicious 
automatically becomes “persona 
grata” to the general, who by coup 
d'etat, assassination, revolution or 
other violent means, succeeds him in 
the Presidency. Personally, I hold 
the record as a deportee: Gen. Bel- 
tran put me out in 1912 for divulg- 
ing the story of how he double 
crossed Felix Diaz in the battle of 
Vera Cruz.

And 
now Carranza has followed their ex- 
ample and sent me to the border be-

It will seem to some ple that 
Americans sheuld be only too glad 
to get out of a country in as unset- 
tled a condition as I have described 
Mexico to be, but this is not the 
case. There is a something in the 
land of Manana that winds itself 
about one’s heart-strings. Perhaps 
it is the never-failing courtesy of 
the natives, the beauty and com- 
plaisance of the women, the liberty to 
drink, gamble and everywiee satisfy 
one’s desires without losing caste as 
a consequence. Perhaps it is the 
paucity of competition which en- 
ables the mediocre to make a for- 
tune without the struggle which the 
game fortune would cost in the Unit- 
ed States. 
Perchance it is the picturesqueness 
of the Mexican life, and the feeling 
of superiority which Americans ex- 
perience when living among the less 
civilized and cultured Mexicans. 
Whatever the explanation, the fact 
remains that having once quaffed

WASHINGTON, March 9.— 

The reservation on equality of 
voting power in ‘the League of Na- 
tions wag readopted by a vote of 
37 to 20 after it had been modified 
on motion of the Republican lead- 
ers. 

Sevénteen Democrats voted with 
the Republicans. They included 
Senators Ashurst, Arizona; Cham- 
berlain, Oregon; Henderson, Nevada; 
Myers, Montana; Nugent, Tiaho; 
Phelan, California, and Pittman, 

Nevada. 
In its original form it had been 


| adopted in November by a vote of 55 


to 38 with only eight Democrats 
supporting it. The reservation as 
adopted reads: 

“Until part one, being the covenant 
of the League of Nations, shall be 
so amended as to provide that the 
United States shall be entitled to 
cast a number of votes equal to that 
which any member of the League 
and its governing dominions, colonies 
or of empire in the aggregate 
shall be entitled to cast, the United 
States assumes no obligation to be 
bound, except in cases where Con- 
gress has previously given ite con- 
sent, by any election, decision, re- 
port, or finding of the council or 
assembly in which any member of 
the League and its self-governing 
dominions, colonies, or parts of em- 
pire, in the aggregate have cast more 
than one vote. 

“The United States assumes no 
obligation to be bound by any de- 
cision, report or finding of the 
council or assembly arising cut of 
any’? dispute between the United 
States and any member of the 
League, if such member, or any self- 
governing dominion, colory. empire 
or part of empire united with it po- 
litically has voted.” 

ARTICLE X PROGRESS. 

Article X. more than ever the 
dominating issue in the peace-treaty 
fight, became the unfinished business 

the Senate today. 

Several Republican leaders, con- 
Mnced that ratification would be int- 
possible with their Article X reser- 
vation of last November unchanged, 
agreed on a substitute and made an 
active campaign to line up neces- 
sary Democratic votes behind it. But 
they did not succeed, and although 
the compromise negotiations wil! 
continue, there was little hope to- 
night of an agreement. 

Republican Senators seemed con- 
fident that the new reservation 
would have the approval of Senator 
Lodge, the Republican leader. It 
Was understood, however, that the 
Democratic leader, Senator Hitch- 
cock had not assented to it. 

Democratic Senators were slow in 
promising their support, while they 
weighed the meaning of the letter 
written to Senator Hitchcock yes- 
terday by President Wilson, reiter- 
ating his opposition to any reserva- 
tion which would impair “the full 
force” of Article X. 

The new Republican reservation 
follows the general outline of that 
adopted in November, but it puts 
into different and more specific form 
its declaration regarding the arti- 
cle’s obligations. Some Demo- 
crats were satisfied with it, but 
twenty-eight was the peak of Demo- 
cratic votes which its Republican 
advocates claimed for it, and it would 
require at least thirty and probably 
thirty-four for ratification. 

It was indicated that President 
Wlison'’s new letter on the subject, 
although it failed to stop the com; 
promise negotiations, had not been 
without effect in stiffening adminis- 
tration ranks against anything like 
the old Republican reservation. 
Democratic Senators disagreed over 
what the President would do in the 
event of a compromise ratification, 
and many declared their inclination 
to let the doubt resolve itself in 
favor of a conservative course. 


REPUBLICANS DISCOURAGED. 
So discouraged were the Republic- 
an leaders that they had not de- 
cided tonight whether thelr sub- 
reservation would be offered at all in 


the Senate. They indicated, how- 
ever, that they would not long delay

wholly in large ideas, which have 
sprung from his thirteen years of 
service at Washington. ' 

He gave it as his opinion that 
this country is capable of maintain- 
ing a population of more than 500,- 
600,000 people, because as a nation 
we are great enough to develop all 
of our great natural resources and 
turn them to good use. He startled 
his audience with the information 
that this country at the present mo- 
ment has more than 300,000,000 
acres of useless land, but added that 
these lands will sooner or later be 
made productive by the application 
of American brains to the task of 
reclamation and organization. He 
explained that his idea of reclama- 
tion and development does not stop 
at irrigation, but includes drainage 
wherever it is necessary. 

AS WORLD LEADER. 

“America,” said he, amid pro- 
lenged applause, “is to be the leader 
of the world, not by virtue of plant- 
ing a stipulated number of acres of 
wheat, nor by pumping a cortain 
number of barrels of oil, but by her 
consciousness of the greater re- 
sponsibility, which now rests upon 
our democracy. We are coming to 
have a new appraisement of things. 
Money doesn't seem to be of as much 
consequence as it was. Many of the 


country’s richest men are now won- 
dering how they can best make their 
money serve the world, and as a 
nation we are wondering how we can 
best serve each other.” 


Mr. Lane declared that here in 
the West the people have not yet 
awakened to consciousness of the 
‘possibilities of the fic, along 
whose shores, he decl4red, hurdreds 
of millions of people are just 
awakening, politically, socialiv. in- 
dustrially and commercially. He de- 
people should be 
a © gain their greatest 1 ira- 
tion from Americans. 

In returning to thoughts of Cal 
ifornia, the speaker stated he had 
been advised that northern counties 
were suffering particularly from a 
shortage of rainfall. 

“It should not be vital to us.” he 
remarked, if there be a rainfall! 
shortage anywhere. This whole 
country of ours should be absclutely 
independent of localities, because of 
the greatness of its resources. Let 
me tell vou that you are not living 
ir Los Angeles today, you are liv- 
ing in Alaska, the southern States, 
Java; the Hawalian Islands, and e)se- 
where. You men of commerce must 
come up higher in vour con- 
ception of the possibilities which 
lie all around you.” 

Mr. Lane declared that irriga- 
tion projects costing $115,000,0a9 
last year resulted in the production 
of crops, worth §87,000,000. He 
pointed out that from an imoorta- 
tion of 1000 reindeer, twenty-five 
vears ago, Alaska now had 180,000 
reindeer, which are self-sustaining.

CITY EMPLOYEE WANTS 
TO RESIDE IN WATTS. 


REQUEST STIRS DISCUSSION IN 
COUNCIL OVER CIVIL 
SERVICE RULES. 


The request of M. C. Spann, an 
employee of the street department, 
that the City Council permit him 
to remove to Watts caused a new 
question to arise in yesterday's 
Council sessions. Has the Civil 
Service Commission any authority 
over a man's residence after he has 
taken the civil service examina- 
tion? 

The request aroused considerable 
discussion, and the question is still 
unsettled. 

“This city has had a great many 
men on its pay rolis who are not 
living here and who pay no city 
taxes.

Councilmen contended 
that this, at least. was the implied 
intent of the provision cited. The 
request of Mr. Spann was sent to 
the Finance Committee.

HOSE FOURTEEN POINTS AGAIN. 
President Wilson’s latest Adriatic note 
serves jointly to warn the British French. 
and Italian premiers that this country is 
not prepared either to recognize the much-. 
debated secret treaty of London or to per- 
mit Albania to be awarded as a prize to 

Jugo-Slavia for giving Fiume up to Italy. 

While the Japanese government has dip- 
lomatically withdrawn from any considera- 
tion of the greater Baltan problems, the 
United States government is taking an in- 
creased interest in them. The latest sug- 
gestion from the new Entente premiers 
Was that Italy and Jugo-Slavia be permitted 
to settle by mutual agreement the common 
frontier between the two countries. To 
thie the President gave a tacit consent. 
But before the negotiations were fairly 
started an Albanian delegation emitted a 
roar that their little state was being joint- 
ly devoured by the two countries as part 
of the settlement. 

Italy is said to have offered to give Juso- 
Slavia as much Albanian territory as Italy 
took on the eastern shores of the Adriatic; 
and JugoSlavia is reported to have con- 
sented to such a settlement. The fact that 
Albania had been constituted 4 self-dleter- 
mining state by the Treaty of Versailles 
ahd. consequently. did not belong to either 
Italy or Jugo-Slavia does not seem to have 
occurred to anyone in Europe. | 

‘Taternational precedent in Europe recog- 
gises the doctrine that any little state may 
be seized and divided by two other dies 
ones, provided a fight is not precipitated 
by the transaction. Paying debis with oth- 
er people’s money has been a common gov- 
erumental practice in Europe for centuries. 

President Wilson has not been able, how- 


ever, to reconcile the making of an enicu- 


rean feast of Albania in order to mollify 
Italy and JugoSlavia with any of his cele 
brated fourteen points. They have per 
haps been stretched, like charity, to cover 
a multitude of sins; but wiping out one 
of the little free states before the treaty 
is fully ratified savors of disrespect. 80 
the President has written another note as 
serting that he “cannot possibly prove 
any plan which assigns to Juzo-Slavia in 
the northern districts of Albania territorial 
compensation for what she is deprived of 
elsewhere.” 

If the President's protest saves Albania 
then the whole plan of having Italy and 
Jugo- Slavia settle their dispute in an amica- 
ble way falls to the ground. Neither 16 
Willing to give up anything she now pos- 
sesses and, unless they are given some for- 
eign territory for barter and exchange, the 
territory will go to the one that is strong 
enough to take and hold it. 


When it comes to an actual disposition 
of territory, Buropean governments are de- 
cidedly materialistic. The big ones are 
likely to ask whether Albania ts worth all 
the kuss that the President is making over 
her. Premier Millerand is an eminently 
practical man. He may respond that this 
stir about making a barbecue of Albania 
ie “too much uproar for an omelette.” 
There were only a little more than a mil- 
non Albanians when the last census was 
taken; and there have been a couple of 
Turkish massacres since. Perhaps their 
lea@érs can be awarded sufficient alimony 
to asstage their wounded patriotism: and, 
according to the Encyclopedia Britannica, 
the greater portion of the Albanian popu- 
lation afe wild mountaineers living in a 
mountain fastness where they have never 
acknowledged any sovereignty. They might 
not find out for a generation to whom they 
are supposed to belong.

into effect any treaty affecting that part 
of the earth. By our failure to join the 


League of Nations we have voluntarily iso- 


lated ourselves. 

There may be a significance ‘n the fact 
that the soviet government of Russia re- 
cently made a formal protest against any 
settlement of the Turkish question that 
does not give Constantinople to Russia. 
Lenine has caused to be published in the 
few Russian papers still in existence a copy 
of a treaty entered into shortly before the 
Treaty of London was negotiated, in which 
Constantinople is awarded tc Russia: and 
he has made a declaration that the soviet 
government will insist on the carrying out 
of the terms of that treaty if Russia has 
to fight to protect her rights. Russia’s po- 
sition is strengthened by the attempt to 
put into effect the Treaty of London; and 
it must be remembered that the Bolsheviki 
are already in possession of Odessa on the 
Black Sea. It is possible that the reported 
approach of a British fleet to the Darda- 
nelles has something to do with this soviet 
manifesto. 

Taking the European situation as a whole 
it becomes daily more apparent that the 
failure of the President and Senate to agree 
on terms which will permit the ratification 
of the peace treaty is placing European 
civilization in serious jeopardy.

OUR OWN BUSINESS. 
When is a trust not a trust? That ts 
the question which has been disturbing 
jurist, barrister and layman since the foun. 
dation of the anti-trust law was laid many 
years ago. As a result of one of the early pros- 
ecutions the Supreme Court of the United 


States decided that the Standard Oi] Com- 


pany Was a trust and required that it dis- 
solve itself into. several component rts, 
which Was accomplished to the greater or 
less satisfaction of all concerned, including 

e stockholders and the government. 

Last week another cause celebre was 
passed upon by the court of ultimate de- 
termination, and this time it was decided 
that the Stee] Corporation is not a trust, 
and “there we are; or there we ain't,” as 
the case may be. Between these two deci- 
sions are a number of others from the tone 
and tenor of which almost any deductions 
may be drawn. 

The fact that the court divided in its 


‘opinion in the steel case lends encourage- 


ment to a regulation plain citizen, sans 
legal lore, to venture an opinion on his 
own account, but this opinion is about as 
uncertain and disintegrated as that of the 
court itself.

Had the decision been otherwise the af- 
fairs not only of the steel company but of 
many other greater and lesser corporations 
would have been thrown into chaos and the 
entire system of speculative stocks would 
have felt the effect. Endless litigation 
would have been engendered; prices would 


im all probability have advanced and a dan- 


gerous uncertainty would have been thrown 
about the value of. all corporate holdings. 
Happily nothing of this kind will occur, and 
in business circles throughout the country 
and especially in Los Angeles the tendency 
is to perform the dignified equivalent to a 
pat on the black-robed guardians of our 


judicial escutcheon 


The Times could view with no little equa- 
nimity an extension of the evidence of re 
turning normality. The theory that a busi- 
ness started in travail, born to hardship 
and nourished to lusty childhood or hardy 
age by hard-working, clear-thinking and far 
sighted progenitors is finally to be the play- 
thing of governmental incompetente ts not 
conducive to enterprise or initiative. We 
have had a good deal of this sort of thing 
since the war started and in not a single 
instance have the foster parents proved 
their superiority over the natural guardians. 
The railroads have been turned back tat- 
tered and torn, newspapers havé been har- 
assed and pilloried, private accounts have 
been haled into public view and inexpertly 
dissected for tax-raising purposes. The in- 
dividual’s business and the corporation’s 
business have been made the public's bust 
ness until Russia has not always seemed 
such an impossible resort after all. 

Now, with the welcome, if unexpected, 
decision from the highest court in the land 
that the managers and directors and stock- 
holders of the United States: Stee! Corpora- 
tion have a right to conduct their own af. 
fairs in their own way so long as they do 
not interfere with the constitutional rights 
of their customers or competitors, there is 
some reason to hope that the rights of 
property and the privilege of business in- 
dependence free from the censor’s blue 
pencil may at last be restored to a patient 
but long-suffering people.

“One of the objects of this organi- 
zation is to preserve and perpetuate 
the memory of the ploneers who laid 
the foundation upon which this 
great city of Los Angeles is builded. 

“As this community grew from a 
small Mexican pueblo to a city of 
importance, new streets were 
opened and many of them were 
named after the men who played an 
important part in molding the des- 
tiny of the growing town. Among 
the earlier pioneers was Dr. Obed 
Macy. 

“He was born on the Island of 
Nantucket in 1801. He moved west 
with his family when a young man 
and practiced medicine for years in 
Southern Indiana. In 1850 he crossed 
the plains with his family and nine 
children, one of whom died of chol- 
era on the way, arriving in Los An- 
geles in December of that year. He 
wap a man of undaunted courage, 
for on that perilous trip to the land 
of gold he faced the dangers of an 
unknown future, and when we think 
of him undertaking this journey and 
assuming the care and protection of 
a wife and nine children, we must 
concede that he was a hardy and 
brave pioneer, indeed. 

“He first settled in El Monte, but 
afterward rented and conducted the 
Bella Union Hotel, now the t. 
Charles, then the leading hosteiry in 
Los Angeles. Dr. Macy bought land 
on Macy street, east of Main street, 
and started the Alameda Baths, and 
it was he who opened and improved 
that thoroughfare, which came to be 
used as the leading highway across 
the river and east to San Gabriel. 
El Monte and beyond. 

“In 1856 he was elected a mem- 
ber of the City Counell. He died 
July 9, 1857, an honored and re- 
spected citizen. In his honor Macy 
street, then one of the most impor- 
tant thoroughfares in the city, was 
named. 

This name is one we desire to 
preserve and perpetuate, and we 
most respectfully urge you to pre- 
vent the contemplated change. We 
feel that you not only honor and re- 
spect the memory of the early pio- 
neers of Los Angeles, but that you, 
as well, appreciate the fact that we 
owe them a debt of gratitude for 


making this beautiful and delightful 
city possible.”
